Finds Forest Fires 
Mostly Incendiary 


Fifty percent of all fires in forests 
of the Mont Alto region during the 
fall fire season were incendiary, ac­ 
cording to a report Tuesday of W. 
L. Byers, district forester. 
Thirty-seven forest fires occurred 
during the fall season, burning a to­ 
tal forest area of 86.37 acres, or 2.33 
acres per fire. Nine fires were entire­ 
ly on state forests and burned 16 87 
acres. Five fires occurred on state 
and private land, burning 50 acres. 
Twenty-three fires were entirely on 
private land and bullied a total of 
nineteen acres. 
Thirty-five percent of the fires 
were caused by hunters, and fifteen 
percent were due to transients, rail­ 
roads and miscellaneous causes.

B r e a k e r s On River 
Lake, Formed By New 
Dam, Cause Damage 


To allow workmen to repair dam ­ 
age to the trackbed of the low- 
grade railroad between Safe Harbor 
and Creswell 
on 
the 
Lancaster 
county side of 
the 
Susquehanna 
river, the water level of the huge 
lake formed by the impounding of 
millions of gallons of water 
by 
the new Safe Harbor dam has been 
lowered about seven feet. 
The damage to the roadbed oc­ 
curred last week when a combina­ 
tion of high water from the newly 
formed lake, and 
a 
brisk 
wind, 
causing high waves, dashed breakers 
against the rock foundation of the 
railroad. 
The heavy wind storm last week 
played havoc all along the east bank 
of the river. Breakers estimated to 
have been three feet high, lashed at 
the river bank and the stream was 
filled with whitecaps 
The rock foundation of the low 
grade .abroad 
track, 
which 
had 
been elevated as much as ten feet 
in spots to bring It above the level 
of the water, was undermined and 
washed 
At Creswell, reports say, a 
railroad siding was obliterated alto­ 
gether when the water completely 
washed out the track fill. 
It was estimated that the river 
will be at this reduced stage for 
about four weeks, 
until 
workmen 
can complete repairs to the roadbed. 
Tons of rock will be required to re­ 
fill the foundations washed out by 
the high water. 
The 
water level 
was lowered, 
beginning Sunday a 
week ago, 
with a 
continuing de­ 
crease each day until it w'as seven 
feet below the previous high mark.

Thomas was burned se­ 
verely on the back, the right side 
of his body and the right side of 
his face, but these are believed to 
have been only contributory causes 
to his death.

Every Building Used 
Literally half the surface of the 
entire county was a hospital, and 
every farm -house, barn, stable, o u t­ 
building. for twenty miles square, 
was full to overflowing.

them in the lines of battle, in the 
brush, by the

OBESITY 
F at does no work. 
On the con­ 
trary, it is a drag: on the hum an 
machine. 
This has been shown in 
a num ber of Ingenious studies of 
the basal metabolic rates in obese 
persons. 
To understand the nature of these 
studies it la necessary to appreciate 
the m eaning of basal metabolism. 
Metabolism 
is 
the 
process 
of 
chemical changes in the body's cells 
by which energy is provided. 
One can judge fire by its smoke, 
and one can measure the burning 
processes th a t go on w ithin the 
body by the rate a t which oxygen 
is consumed and carbon dioxide is 
given off through the lungs. 
The 
actual 
measuring 
of 
the 
metabolism of th e body i;. a com ­ 
plicated affair, but in substance, it 
consists in having a person, who is 
at rest, breathe for a number of 
minute* under a mask placed over 
his m outh and nostrils. 
This mask is connected with a 
tank containing oxygen, and with 
other paraphernalia which collect 
the exhaled gases. 
In this fashion It is possible to 
measure the amount of oxygen the 
person consumes per unit of body 
weight and of time, and this in turn 
gives us the basal metabolism rate 
Obese persons usually give a m et­ 
abolic rate commensurate with their 
weight, and hence are apparently 
normal in their energy exchange. 
But fat Is an inert storage tissue 
Unlike muscle, for example, it does 
not work. 
It merely “rides tra in " 
Hence in measuring the basal m et­ 
abolic rate of obese persons, not the 
gross weight of the individual but 
the weight of the active portions of 
his body should be taken as a 
measure. 
On such figures it is seen th at the 
active 
machinery 
of 
the 
obex- 
person’s body is called on to do a 
large am ount of work. 
These studies throw light on the 
common observation th a t the exces­ 
sively overweight person is espe­ 
cially liable to suffer from the so­ 
called degenerative diseases.

SALAMANDERS’ 
SEX CHANGED 
DY ‘‘TWINNING” 


Change 
From 
Male 
Female Is New To 
Scientists.

(AP). —- Pour 
young male salamanders have been 
caused 
to assume gradually the 
structure of females, at the Univer­ 
sity of Rochester school of medicine 
and dentistry. 
The sex changes were made by 
artificial Siamese twinning, an op­ 
eration 
joining 
two 
salamanders 
still in the embryonic stage. 
The 
metliod is called parabiosis. 
Tile 
work was done by Robert K Burns. 
Jr.. of the anatomy laboratory. 
The change to female is some­ 
thing new in vertebrate animals. 
Hitherto success in the rare sex 
changes which have been made in a 
few 
laboratories 
upon 
various 
small animals, has been confined to 
converting females into males. 
Male* Still Dominant 
Even in the Rochester experi­ 
ments the male dominance remains 
It seems to be much easier to change 
a female into a male than to pro­ 
ceed in the opposite direction. 
At the start one of these twins 
was a female, the other a male. 
Seemingly a struggle for ascendancy 
ensued between the sexes. In 23 in­ 
stances the male partner succeeded 
lr* 
modifying 
the 
female, either 
causing her to turn into a male or to 
start to do so. while in four pairs 
the female gained definite ascen­ 
dancy and changed the male. 
One case exhibited an even bal­ 
ance, with no definite domination. 
In this tie there was evidence of 
possible conflict, for neither party 
developed altogether well. 
See Chemical Influence On Sex 
The experiments suggest a chemi­ 
cal influence in the development of 
sex. This chemical factor is thought 
to be the hormones produced by the 
•ex glands. 
These glands, like the 
other 
endocrine 
glands, 
produce 
hormones having direct effects upon 
bodily development. 
Some hormones have been identi­ 
fied 
as 
complex 
chemical 
com­ 
pounds. and some have been pro­ 
duced synthetically 
The hormones appear to operate 
very early In embryonic life, and 
Doctor Burns thinks their work may 
begin even before there is visible 
differentiation of sex. 
Other experiments show that sex 
glands transplanted into the body of 
an animal of opposite sex. arc also 
partly changed to agree with the 
sex of the host animal.
